Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Sixteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  1962.  The  first  Annual 
Report  for  the  township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which 
makes  this  one  the  88th  in  the  series. 

These  Reports  have  been  presented  by  your  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  as  follows: —

VITAL  STATISTICS  : 

364  live  births  were  registered;  5 more  than  in  1961.  This 
gives  a Birth  Rate  of  19.3  per  1,000  population  and,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Comparability  Factor,  an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  18.7. 
It  compares  favourably  with  the  County  figure  of  17.5.  The 
National  figure  is  18.0.  There  were  6 still-births  notified  and  21  of 
all  births  were  illegitimate. 

276  deaths  were  registered  giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  of 
14.6  per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Rate  of  15.6. 

The  increased  Death  Rate  was  accounted  for  by  the  con- 
tinued relatively  high  number  of  deaths  from  the  respiratory  dis- 
eases and  by  a sharp  rise  in  deaths  from  vascular  disease  of  the 
central  nervous  system,  that  is,  those  diseases  known  to  the  layman 
as  “strokes”. 

8 deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year;  6 occurred  in 
the  first  3 months  of  life  and  4 of  them  in  the  first  week.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  22.0.  The  County  Rate  was  22.8  and  the 
National  Rate  was  21.4. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  : 

Of  the  412  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  $92  were 
measles  which  occurred  mostly  in  November  and  December. 

Four  cases  of  mild  food  poisoning  occurred,  three  in  one 
family.  In  this  family  the  causal  organism  was  a staphylococcus 
and  there  was  strong  presumptive  evidence  that  sausage  meat  was 
involved  but  definite  proof  was  lacking. 

TUBERCULOSIS  : 

The  virtual  elimination  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  coupled 
with  the  heat  treatment  of  milk  has  removed  the  once  potent  source 
of  infection  in  children.  The  steady  decrease  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  further  diminishes  a source  of  infection  in  the 
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community.  This  is  well  demonstrated  by  reference  to  the  B.C.G. 
vaccination  of  children  against  tuberculosis. 

In  1955  when  the  scheme  was  introduced  23.7%  of  children 
tested  in  their  fourteenth  year  showed  a “positive  Mantoux  test”, 
that  is,  evidence  of  a sub-clinical  infection  with  the  tubercle  organ- 
ism from  some  source  in  their  earlier  years  of  life.  In  1962  only 
9%  of  children  tested  showed  this  evidence  of  earlier  contact  with 
the  tubercle  organism. 

However,  there  still  remains  one  other  source  of  possible 
infection  to  be  dealt,  with,  namely  “grandpa’s  cough”.  It  is  believed 
that  an  unknown  but  significant  amount  of  bronchitis  in  the  elderly 
is  tuberculous  in  origin,  and  therefore  an  unrecognised  source  of 
danger  to  others. 

Every  doctor  knows  that  any  lump  developing  in  the  body 
in  middle  age  and  later  years  should  be  regarded  as  cancer  until 
proved  to  be  otherwise.  I would  ask  all  doctors  and  all  intelligent 
laymen  to  regard  every  case  of  chronic  bronchitis  as  tuberculosis 
until  proved  to  be  otherwise.  In  this  way  one  remaining  bastion 
of  a dread  disease  could  be  brought  under  control. 

HOME  SAFETY  : 

Judged  on  the  number  of  accidents  in  a year  homes  are  far 
more  dangerous  than  the  roads.  7,000  deaths  from  home  accidents 
occur  each  year  and  about  700  of  these  are  due  to  burns  and  scalds. 
It  is  estimated  that  at  least  50,000  persons  need  hospital  treatment 
each  year  for  burns  and  scalds  caused  by  home  accidents.  To  these 
must  be  added  the  unknown  number  of  less  serious  cases  treated 
at  home. 

Similar  figures  can  be  found  for  falls  and  poisoning  in  the 
home.  As  the  Ministry  of  Health  admitted  recently,  “in  spite  of 
publicity  the  position  has  not  improved”. 

During  1962  the  Goole  Home  Safety  Committee  was  formed 
but  whether  it  can  have  any  impact  on  this  serious  problem  remains 
to  be  seen.  Posters,  lectures,  handbills,  bookmarks,  film  shows  and 
exhibitions  have  all  been  tried  and,  of  course,  must  be  continued 
in  case  they  do  a little  good.  Those  of  us  experienced  in  Health 
Education  are  finding  that  the  general  public,  inundated  by  propa- 
ganda and  advertisements  for  everything  from  sausages  to  salva- 
tion, are  developing  an  increasing  immunity  against  posters, 
lectures,  handbills,  bookmarks,  film  shows  and  exhibitions.  Notice 
is  taken  by  the  converted  few  but  for  the  casual  many  it’s  “I’m 
all  right,  Jack” — until  it  happens  ! 

I am  convinced  that  the  place  where  most  good  can  be  done 
is  in  the  homes  of  the  people  by  those  who  have  access  to  the 
homes.  Health  Visitors  are  trained  to  observe,  advise  and  correct 
potentially  dangerous  procedures  and  have  been  doing  so  as  a 
routine  duty  for  a long  time.  Others  in  a position  to  improve  home 
safety  are  general  practitioners,  home  nurses,  midwives,  probation 
officers  and  the  various  types  of  social  and  welfare  workers.  More 
might  be  done  in  schools  and  it  is  in  fact  included  in  health  educa- 
tion talks  given  in  some  schools,  but  with  the  increasing  demands 
of  education  on  scholars’  time  this  avenue  for  home  safety  teaching 
is  strictly  limited. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH. 

The  Eawcliffe  Training  Centre  is  now  well  established  and 
running  efficiently.  There  are  5(3  trainees  drawn  from  Goole,  Selby 
and  Thorne,  all  happily  occupied  within  their  abilities.  The  adult 
section  is  doing  a certain  amount  of  sub-contract  work  for  the 
County  Education  Department  including  finishing  art,  plastercine 
and  black-boards,  bean  bags,  paper  bags,  feather  dusters,  curtaining 
etc.  It  is  hoped  that  eventually  that  some  local  contracts  for  work 
of  a simple  nature  may  be  secured. 

Finally  I am  happy  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  con- 
tinued support  and  interest  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committe  and  for  the  efficiency  and  co-operation  of 
the  staffs  of  the  Borough  Public  Health  Department,  the  County 
Divisional  Health  Office  and  the  Eawcliffe  Training  Centre,  of  the 
Medical  and  Nursing  Officers  and  the  Voluntary  Workers  in  the 
Clinics.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
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Goole  is  the  most  inland  and  one  of  the  busiest  and  important 
of  the  East  Coast  Ports,  being  situated  on  the  navigable  and  tidal 
portion  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  is 
located  in  the  flat  alluvial  plain  of  the  vale  of  York,  at  the  extreme 
eastern  portion  of  the  AVest  Eiding  of  Yorkshire. 

It  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  ordinary  tides 
which  are  prevented  from  overflowing  by  artiflcally  raised  banks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  eight  to  twelve  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  sub-soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposit  or  warp,  which  is 
naturally  damp.  Below  the  warp,  at  a depth  of  about  six  feet,  is 
a layer  of  peat  which  varies  in  thickness  from  less  than  one  foot 
to  more  than  six  feet  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Immediately 
below  the  peat  is  a layer  of  laminated  clay  which  is  generally 
covered  with  a thin  bed  of  sand. 

Although  Goole  Borough  has  an  area  of  only  1,267  acres  it  is 
the  market  town  for  a large  agricultural  district  being  entirely 
surrounded  by  the  Goole  Dural  District  with  an  area  of  over  38,000 
acres.  Its  next  nearest  neighbour  is  the  Howden  Eural  District 
across  the  river  Ouse  in  the  East  Eiding  of  Yorkshire,  from  whence 
it  also  attracts  trade. 

Together  with  an  extensive  coastal  trade  the  port  has  important 
commercial  dealings  with  the  continental  and  Baltic  ports.  The 
export  of  coal  produced  in  the  South  Yorkshire  Coalfield  and  the 
import  and  export  of  general  merchandise  being  the  life-blood  of 
the  town.  The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  their 
livelihood  in  shipping,  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  engineering, 
milling,  malting,  fertiliser,  fibre-glass  and  dextrine  manufacture, 
wholesale  clothing,  agriculture,  and  their  ancillary  trades. 

The  Corporation  own  the  market  hall,  cattle  market,  slaughter- 
house, library,  parks  and  public  gardens,  public  baths,  and  a 
pleasure  ground  for  outdoor  athletic  pursuits.  The  Corporation 
owns  1,987  dwellings  and  has  made  provision  for  the  building  of 
another  two  hundred  but  these  plans  have  not  yet  come  to 
fruition  due  to  a series  of  frustrating  delays.  Every  house  has 
an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  and  the  town  is  now  entirely 
on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  state  of  employment  is  good 
and  this  is  reflected  in  the  general  well  being  of  the  people. 
With  few  exceptions  all  streets  both  front  and  back  have  been 
properly  made  up  and  adopted  by  the  local  authority.  Goole  can 
be  truly  described  as  a clean  and  well  administered  small  town, 
with  reasonable  amenities  and  pleasant  rural  surroundings  despite 
the  very  flat  nature  of  the  countryside  which  is  said  to  resemble 
the  flat  parts  of  the  Netherlands.

HOUSING 


Five  Year  Slum  Clearance  Programme. 

In  1954  the  Council  approved  a plan  for  the  abolition  of  408  of 
the  worst  houses  in  the  Borough  by  the  end  of  1960.  At  the  close  of 
1962>  more  than  eight  years  later,  no  less  than  184  of  these  houses 
are  still  occupied  as  dwellings.  The  first  stage  of  the  Old  Goole 
Clearance  Scheme  was  completed  in  October  1961  and  all  concerned 
anticipated  that  the  second  stage  would  be  started  immediately  but 
this  has  not  happened  and  it  seems  unlikely  that  the  remaining 
tenants  can  be  rehoused  before  the  autumn  of  1963.  This  will  still 
leave  the  large  aggregation  of  unfit  houses  in  the  North  Street/ 
George  Street/Ouse  Street  Area  and  various  odd  lots  to  tackle,  so 
that  a task  which  was  planned  to  be  completed  in  five1  years  nmy 
v ell  take  ten  to  twelve  years.  This  is  surely  disappointing  enough 
but  it  is  not  the  full  story.  Old  properties  deteriorate  at  an  ever 
increasing  speed  so  that  properties  which  just  passed  muster  or 
were  borderline  cases  eight  years  ago  are  now  only  fit  for  clearance 
procedure  and  I estimate  the  number  of  these  at  about  240.  With 
no  new  building  going  on  and  with  few  casual  vacancies  the  rehous- 
ing of  all  classes  of  applicants  has  been  a slow  process  and  especially 
grievous  to  the  occupiers  of  the  worst  of  the  houses  in  the  Old 
Goole  Clearance  Area.  Too  much  emphasis  can  hardly  be  placed  on 
the  need  for  many  more  dwellings  suitable  for  aged  persons  and  for 
persons  who  live  alone.  Apart  from  the  needs  of  slum  clearance 
more  of  these  small  dwellings  would  do  much  to  solve  the  scarcity 
of  family  dwellings.  We  deplore  the  town’s  falling  population  but 
the  scarcity  of  family  dwellings  for  letting  or  for  sale,  and  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  building  plots  must  tend  to  drive  people  into 
the  adjoining  rural  areas.  During  the  year  only  44  dwellings  were 
available  for  letting  and  were  allocated  thus: —

ROUTINE  INSPECTION  OF  COUNCIL  HOUSES. 

Because  of  shortage  of  staff  this  very  necessary  duty  has  fallen 
far  behind,  but  the  conditions  in  those  houses  which  have  been 
inspected  were  generally  very  satisfactory.  Possession  of  four 
houses  was  obtained  because  of  either  arrears  of  rent  or  of  misuse 


DEMOLITION  ORDERS. 

, The  owneis  of  1/  houses  in  Yermuyden  Terrace  and  two  houses 
in  Ouse  Stieet  did  not  oppose  the  making  of  demolition  orders,  and 
the  houses  will  be  demolished  when  the  tenants  have  been  suitably 
rehoused.  J 
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SPENCER  STREET. 

The  Council  own  19  terrace  houses  in  this  street.  A bathroom 
and  a hot  water  supply  were  provided  in  one  house  in  1961.  It  is 
hoped  to  provide  similar  facilities  in  the  remaining  18  houses  dur- 
ing 1963. 

EASTGATE  FLATS. 

The  redecoration  of  the  halls  and  staircases  has  been  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  tenants.  The  external  painting  is  now  shabby 
and  depreciates  the  appearance  of  these  dwellings. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

During  the  year  31  applications  were  made  for  Standard  Grants, 
2 for  the  provision  of  an  internal  W.C.  for  which  the  maximum 
grant  is  £40,  and  1 for  the  provision  of  a hot  water  system  for 
which  the  maximum  grant  is  £75.  All  three  were  approved. 

100  preliminary  applications  were  made  for  Discretionary  Grants; 
of  these  2 were  refused,  2 were  withdrawn  and  96  approved  subject 
to  the  final  proposals  being  satisfactory.  Final  approval  has  been 
given  to  75  schemes.  72  schemes  were  for  the  provision  of  bath- 
rooms and  ancillary  conveniences,  1 was  for  the  conversion  of  a 
large  house  into  3 separate  dwellings,  2 were  for  the  conversion  of 
houses  into  2 separate  dwellings.  Excluding  11  Standard  Grants, 
the  Council  has  now  approved  533  Discretionary  Grants  and  made 
grants  totalling  £64,394  and  the  total  cost  of  the  work  involved  is 
£143,904.

The  scheme  is  well  publicised,  every  encouragement  and  assist- 
ance is  given  to  applicants  and  applications  are  dealt  with  expedi- 
tiously. If  the  applicant  co-operates  by  depositing  plans,  applica- 
tion forms  and  estimates  as  requested  he  can  generally  obtain  final 
approval  to  his  scheme  within  the  CounciTs  six-weekly  administra- 
tive cycle.  A close  liaison  is  maintained  with  architects,  builders, 
solicitors  and  building  societies  and  where  the  security  is  available 
the  Council  will  loan  the  money  to  applicants  who  wish  to  improve 
their  houses.  The  rate  at  which  applications  are  made  and  are 
given  approval  is  not  unsatisfactory  having  regard  to  the  avail- 
ability of  building  labour  in  the  district.  There  remain  about  1,300 
houses  capable  of  being  improved  and  at  the  present  rate  of  progress 
this  will  take  about  fifteen  years. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  bovine  animals  inspected  at  the 
Slaughterhouse  continues  to  be  low.  It  will  be  seen  on  page  29  of 
this  report  that  during  the  year  only  one  animal  was  found  to  be 
infected.  There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered.  In  March  I submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
a detailed  report  regarding  the  condition  of  the  public  slaughter- 
house and  the  need  for  certain  improvements.  After  consideration 
of  this  the  Borough  Surveyor  was  instructed  to  prepare  a report 
for  a programme  of  improvements  to  be  spread  over  several  years.

Sale  of  food  in  the  open  air — An  application  for  permission  to  sell 
hamburgers  from  a mobile  shop  on  the  Market  front  at  nights  was 
refused. 

New  shops  in  Gatesby  Road.-— The  attention  of  the  Housing  Com- 
mittee was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  these  shops  do  not  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  instructions 
were  given  that  a wasli-hand  basin  and  a supply  of  hot  water  were 
to  be  provided  in  each  shop  and  that  other  alterations  and  improve- 
ments were  to  be  made  in  the  Fried  Fish  Shop.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  these  works  have  not  yet  been  put  in  hand. 

Shops.  The  Council  provided  a temporary  wooden  shop  at  the 
corner  of  Swinefleet  Road  and  Wroots  Avenue  for  the  one  shop- 
keeper displaced  from  the  Old  Goole  Clearance  Area  who  had 
requested  new  accommodation. 

Ice  Cream. — 30  samples  were  examined  and  the  results  were  tlius:- 
Grade  1 — 24;  Grade  II  — 4;  Grade  III  — 2. 

Alleged  unfit  food. — A complaint  was  received  regarding  a meat  pie 
containing  moulds.  Investigation  showed  that  the  shopkeeper  was 
failing  to  sell  the  pies  in  rotation  in  which  lie  received  them  from 
the  manufacturers,  and  that  the  pie  in  question  must  have  been  in 
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the  shop  for  fourteen  days,  A warning  was  given  that  he  should 
he  more  careful  in  future.  A complaint  was  made  regarding  a loaf 
of  bread  which  was  alleged  to  contain  a foreign  body.  Laboratory 
examination  showed  that  the  object  complained  of  was  either  a 
particle  of  dust  of  a particle  of  grease  which  had  been  carbonised 
during  the  process  of  baking.  Another  complaint  was  made  of  a 
loaf  of  bread  alleged  to  contain  a foreign  body  and  this  was  found 
to  be  a small  piece  of  sellotape  apparently  from  a bag  containing 
yeast.  A complaint  was  made  that  when  a bag  of  Hour  was  opened 
it  was  found  to  contain  foreign  matter  which  on  investigation 
proved  to  be  small  portions  of  fish.  Enquiries  at  the  premises  of 
the  packers  indicated  that  the  complaint  was  not  well  founded  and 
that  the  fish  had  been  introduced  into  the  flour  during  the  domestic 
preparation  of  the  fish. 


PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  newly  formed  Water  Board  assumed  responsibility  for  the 
supply  of  water  within  the  Borough  on  the  1st  April.  This  was  a 
quiet  ending  to  a long,  interesting  and  at  times  stormy  chapter  in 
the  history  of  local  government  in  Goole  which  is  amply  recorded 
in  the  Annual  Reports  of  successive  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and 
as  I have  said  previously  our  forefathers  built  better  than  they 
knew.  During  the  year  3 samples  of  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
A sample  of  water  was  also  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and 
the  report  is  as  follows: —

During  the  year  6 samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  swim- 
ming pool  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  They 
were  all  satisfactory. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  that  in  future  no  charges 
should  be  made  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  business 
premises  subject  to  the  occupier  being  willing  to  co-operate  with 
the  Council's  officers.  During  the  year  special  emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  the  destruction  of  rats  at  Airmyn  Wood  Refuse  Tip  where 
I am  pleased  to  say  the  conditions  are  now  much  more  satisfactory, 
also  along  the  banks  of  Dempster  Drain  where  treatment  is  some- 
what handicapped  by  the  state  of  the  drain  and  the  food  which  is 
provided  by  householders  who  throw  edible  refuse  into  it.  The 
attention  of  the  Rural  District  Council  was  drawn  to  a somewhat 
heavy  infestation  of  rats  on  agricultural  land  on  the  north  side  of 
Woodland  Avenue  just  outside  the  Borough  boundary.  During  the 
year  135  complaints  were  received  regarding  rats  and  16  complaints 
regarding  mice.  The  rodent  operative  carried  out  treatments  in  all 
these  complaints  and  for  that  purpose  made  1,845  visits.  In  addi- 
tion 159  investigations  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

In  January  I submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  a report 
stressing  the  need  for  more  public  sanitary  conveniences.  A sub- 
committee was  appointed  to  consider  this  matter  and  the  outcome 
was  that  the  Council  approved  in  principle  the  provision  of  four 
more  public  conveniences  and  the  Borough  Surveyor  was  instructed 
to  prepare  plans  and  estimates  for  the  erection  of  one  public  con- 
venience on  the  first  site  which  became  available. 

UNADOPTED  BACK  STREETS, 

Regular  complaints  are  received  regarding  badly  paved  and 
dirty  back  streets  which  have  not  been  properly  made-up  and  taken 
over  by  the  Council.  1 reported  on  this  matter  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  Surveyor  was  asked  to  make  a report  on  the 
unadopted  streets  in  the  town. 

BURIALS. 

An  aged  man  was  found  dead  in  his  house  and  as  the  relatives 
would  not  accept  responsibility  for  his  burial  this  was  undertaken 
by  the  local  authority.  The  body  of  another  man  was  recovered 
from  the  docks  and  arrangements  were  made  for  his  burial  but  on 
the  morning  of  the  funeral  a relative  was  found  who  accepted 
responsibility  for  it.  An  aged  tenant  of  a Council  flat  died  in 
hospital,  and  as  no  relative  would  take  the  responsibility  I had  to 
dispose  of  the  contents  of  the  dwelling. 

HOTELS. 

The  new  conveniences  for  males  on  the  first  floor  of  the  North 
Eastern  Hotel  have  now  been  completed  and  these  together  with 
the  extension  of  the  cocktail  bar  are  a useful  improvement  in  the 
hotel  amenities.  Internal  alterations  have  been  carried  out  to  the 
Dock  Tavern,  South  Street. 

SCHOOLS. 

I was  too  optimistic  in  my  forecast  last  year  that  the  first 
phase  of  the  extensions  and  improvements  at  Pasture  Road  School 
would  be  completed  during  1962  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will 
be  completed  in  the  early  part  of  1963  and  that  a start  will  soon  be 
made  with  the  second  stage.

Despite  repeated  requests  to  the  owners  of  this  vacant  plot  of 
land  the  remnants  of  the  rubble  and  debris  from  the  demolished 
house  have  not  yet  been  removed  from  the  site. 


HUNTS  CORNER. 

As  I have  reported  previously,  there  is  an  intermittent  nuisance 
on  the  vacant  land  due  to  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  more  especially 
those  who  do  a trade  in  scrap  metals.  An  application  has  been 
made  to  the  Council  for  permission  to  establish  a properly  controlled 
caravan  site  in  this  vicinity  and  this  may  well  prove  the  solution 
to  a difficult  problem.
